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EXECUTION OF LEE!

He Claims He is Innocent to
the Last.

JOHN D. LEE'S CONFES-
SION.

MADE AFTER SENTENCE OF
DEATH HAD BEEN PASSED UPON
HIM TO RIS ATTORNEY, W.
W. BISHOP, ESQ., OF
PIOCHE.

The '*Mountain Mendow Masncre, '
at M M s Washl
tom County, Utah Territory,
Septembor 10th, 1837,

MoxomenTt, MounTarx Meanows, Utah,
Miroh 23.—~12 34 p, a.— At 45 seconds to
11 A, uf, precisely Lee was brought out
bafora the exeouting party, seated on his
coffin, about twenty feet from the shoot-
ers. After the urder of the Court wos
read to him and lhe parly present by
Marshal Nelson, Lee made a speech of
about 500 words, bitterly denouncing
Brigham Young, and ealling himsell
sonpegoat for the sins of others, and he
boped God would bs merciful, Les de-
nied that he was guilty of bloodshed to
the last, and maiotained that his mission
to the Meadows was one of meroy, Af-
tor Lee's apeoch, Parson Stokes, Metho-
dist, made a prayer commendiog the
sonl of the condemned maon to God.
Immediately afier thin the handkerchief
waa placed over Leo's eyes, He raised
his handa, placed them on top of bis
head, sitting firm. Nalson gave the word
“fire!" nnd exnotly at 11 o'clock five gnus
wers fired, the bnllsts penetrating the
body in the region of the heart, Lee fell
aquare back upon the coffic dead, Death
was instanlaneous, The body was
placed in the coffin and the crowd dis-
persed. There were about seveniy-five
persons, all told, on the ground, and not
a child or relative of Lee’s was there,
The best order prevailed, nnd all pro.
nounoed the exeontion a snoccess. Loe's
Innt words to Nelson were: “"Aim at my
beart.” The body is now passing to be
given to relatives at Cedar City.

man, and [am ready to meel my Re-
deemer; thin it is that places meo upon
this fleld. I am not sn infidel, I have
not depied God or bis merey. I amau
stropg bellever in thoso Ihings. The
wost that I regrot ia parting with my
family. Muoy of them are unprotected
and will be left fatherless. Whon I
speak of those liltle ones they touch a
tender chord within me, {Here Lés's
voiee faltered perceptibly.) I have
dove motbing designedly wrong in this
affair. I used wy uimost endeavors
to save this people; I wonld have given
worlds were It at my command to bave
avoided that calsmity, bas I could woi,
I am ssorificed to matisfy feelings, and
am used to gratily perties, bot I am
ready to die, I have no fear; desth hau
no terrors, and no partiole of meroy have
I naked of Qourt or offcials to spare my
lite, Idonos fear death. Isball never
B0 to & worse place then the one I am
now iu, 1 have said it to my family and
I will say it to-day, that the Government

of the United States snorifices their best
friend, and that is saying o grest deal,
but it istrue. I am & troe belisver in
the Gospel of Jesus Christ; I do not be-
lieve everytbing that now is practiced
and taught by Brigham Young; I do not
agree with bim; T believe Lo is leading
the people astray, but I believein the
Gospel as was (noghbt in its pority by
Joseph Smith, in former days, T have
wy reasons for sayiog this; I wis uced
to make this mau's will my plensure,
and did so for thirty years. See how
and what 1 buve coma to this day. I
bave been secrificed in a cowardly, das-
tardly manner. There are thousands of
peopls in the Church honorable and
good-hearted, that I cherish in my beurt,
I regret to leave my family; they nre
near and dear to me. These are things
to rouse my sympathy, I declare I did
nothing wroog designedly in this uo-
fortunste affair. [ did everything in my
power to eave nll the emigrants, bat I
am the one that must suffer, nnd baving
gald thiy, I feel resigned, I ask the
Lord my God to extend his meroy to
me and receive my spirit. My labors
are here done."

The following abstract of lhe confes-
sion bns been farpished to uns by the
kindness of Mr, Bishop. It may be re-
lied npon sa correct, as it baa bsen cop-
jed from the original confession now in
the possession of W, W, Bishop.

CORFESKION.

As o duty that T owe myself and mau-
kind at large, 1 proposs to give a full
and trne statement of all tbat I koow
and of all that I did in that unfortonate
affair known as the "'Mountain Mendow
Masescre.!" I have no vindictive feal-
ing against anyone, no enemies to pun-
ish by this statement, no friends to
shield by keeping back any of tha aols
performed at that tiwe or place. Those
who participated in that transoction as
my accomplices were ucting under orders
from their Church Leaders, which or-
ders they believed their religious duty to
unquestioningly obey. I bave never
doubted that they scted from m sense of
their daty to the Chuoreb, thersfore, I
bave never exposed them from that day
to this. It bas been my intention to dis,
if die I must, without giving a word or
makiog a statement that conld barm any
of my former nasociates, bub at the re-
quest of a few remainiug friends, and
with the consent of my counsal, who bus
defended me thus fsr nolwithatanding
my want ol money to pay for his ser-
vices, 1 feel it & duty to him as well as
to othera to explain that which has so
long been shronded in mystery. [ can-
oot go before the Judge of the Quick snd
the. Dend without reveslivg sll I know
a8 to what was done and the motives
that led to Lhe commission of that bloody
deed. The Mountuin Mendow Massacre
wan the result of the direct teschings of
Brigbam Yonng snd tbose direct in
authorily in the Mormon Church. The
immedinte orders tor killiog the emi-
grants onme from lssue O. Haight, Presi-
dent of that stake of Zicu ot Cedar City,
and ' Lieatenant-Colonel of the Iron
Milivia, and be told me that he received
hia orders from Wm. H. Dame, Bishop
of the Chureh at Parowan, and Colonel
of the Iron Military District aod Com-
mander of the Mormon loress in South-
ern Utab. Utah was then vonder martial
law, and at war with the United Siates,
I and those who mcted with me ntthe
Mountain Meadows, ncted by virtne of
positive orders from Tauae C, Haight and
his nasocintes in nuthority nt Cedar City.
I had been an active worker in the Mor-
mon Chareb for twenty-one yoars, hav-
ing joived that Chureh ot Fair West,
Miasouri, in the early days of Mormon-
ism. I neovmpanied the Choroh in all
its wanderiogs, from thu time it was
driven from Jefferson caunty, Missouri,
during all its trinls st Nauvoo, Illinois,
ita periloun maroh across the plainy to
Balt Lake and doriog its effurts to re-
colaim Utah from the ssvage. Very litile
was done in or for the Church unless I
was oonsulted. I was one of the firat
that-was initiated into the order of Da-
nites, [ waw early nnd thoronghly in-
structed in all of the secrot mysterien of
Mormonism, I was among the first out-
side of the Twelve Apostles, who was in-
formed of the dootrines ol polygamy. 1
believed mnd nccepted the doetrines na
true, and I have been sanled Lo sighteen
women, acsording to the forms of the
Obureh; two of thewm wers sisters of my
first wife, aud one was the wother of
those three wives; I was avaled to her
for the Eternal Btate, for Ler soul's sal-
vation, [ Lave held many important of-
fices in the Territorial Goveramont and
stood high (o the Priesthood. On no-
count of my lopg service in the Ohurch
I was conaidered n sale repository for its
most dapgerous seorels, I was therefore
seleoted e n it person to earry oat the
orders of the Obnroh so as to destroy its
enemies snd throw the blame on the In.
dians, Early in Beptember, 1857, o

traln of emigrants, known ss Fancher's

train, or the Arkansss train, were pnos-

ing throngh Utah on their way to Sooth-
orn Californin. At Salt Lake Olty they
had troubls with the anthorities and
were forced to leave Balt Lake OCity.
Every person belonging to the Mormon
Oburch was forbidden to sell them pro-
vislons or asgist them id any way, as they
wers considerad the deadly enemies of
the Chinrch. Thia feeling wan strength-
ensd by the faot that some of the omi.
grants claimed to have been purticipants
in ths murder of.the prophets ut the
Carthege Jail. When the emigrants ar-
rived ot Cedar City they bad violuted
soma of the City ordiusuces and defled
the Mormon authorities, This pave
Haight and his associate leaders of the
Mormon Churoh & pretext for destroying
the entire train. Tha subject was
brought up in the Couneil at Cedar City,
nod after fnll discnssion for aud against
the murder, it was decided that the In-
dians shonld be placed npon the war-
path and given sufficient arms and pro-
visions by the whites to enable them to
destroy our enemies, as wo then ealled
all Gentilea or opposers of the Mormon

stantly going on. Wednesday T reached
the Meadows in company with the
whites and camped about balf a mile
from ths emigrants. HSoon afterwardas
quite a body of men nrrived from Ceder
City to take part in the work, I sent a
runner to Haight for further instruetions,
The instructions wers brought back by
Jobn M. Higbee, Major of the Iron
Militin, who then took command of the
party on the field. The orders were to
decoy the emigrants from their wirong-
bold, Lave the Indians kill the women
and larger obildren, the Mormon troops
to kill the men who were able to walk,
the drivera of the wagons sod myssll to
kill the sick spd wounded, who were to
be“placed in the wagons, The orders ar-
rived on Thureday night., There were
fifty-eight whites on the ground. Many
of them were lesdiug men inthe Chureb.
A meetivg was eslled and specches made
by many of them. Higby siated onr
orders a8 followa: It is the order of the
President that all the emigranis be pat
out of the way. Haight has recefved
orders from Colonel Dame thot none
who are sble to talk sball be sparzd.

They have no pass from
soy one and are all linble to be killed as
common cnemies for the country is in
war now and no one has a right to go
tbrough Utab without a pass from Brig-
bam Young, Col. Dame or myself."
He then gave me fall instructions. I
had to obey or die. I had no wish to
disobey for I then believed my superiors
to be the mouth-pieces of the God of
Henver. My orders were to go home to

there, put them on the war-path, sent
Carl Sbirts to the Southern settlements
aod ontlyiog Indino tribes, snd bring
them all ot ooce agninat the emigrants,
I wad to bave general control of the In-
dinns, bat the Indians were to do all the
killing, so the Mormuns conld uot be
bluwed for it. Ha said this bud been
agreed upon in conneil and was the wish
of the entire peaple. T asked bim if we
had mnot better send word to Brigham
Young. He said: ' No, we ars acting by
orders. The Northern Iondians are now
on the wav-path following the train, and
not one of the crowd con escape, We
will ecall it an Iodisn massacre und vo
white man shall be koown iu the matter.
There is no danger of shedding innocent
blood if the whole damped pack are
killed, for they are the worst lot of ruf-
fiaus and ontlaws that ever visited Utah."
Monday morning I started homse to onrry
out my orders, and on my way I passed
gsveral bands of Indiavs following the
emigrants, I promiacd to go with them
next day. Tuesday morning, about day-
light, nboat three hundred Indinos ate
tacked the train where it was camped at
Mounntain Meadows. They sucoseded
in killivg seven wen and wounding six-
teen mors of theemigrants. OneIndian
was killed and wany wounded; some of
thom afterwarda died. An Indian run-
nor resched my house early Tuesdsy
woroing nod told me of the battle snd
ropalee of the Indinow, sud demanded
my immediate presence on the fleld.
I erossed Lthe monntaing and reached the
Meadows about noon. The emigrants’
cattle, aboot four bundred or five bun-
dred, were coattared over the Meadows,
and the Indians had already killed about
sevonly head of thim. The emigrants'
oap was about one bundred yards from
the spriog. Thoy had corealled thoir
wagons in u circle, chained the wheels
together, snd dog s rifle pit in the con-
ter of the corral large enough Lo hold and
proteot the eulire company from the
constant fire which the Indiana kept up
both night and day agaiost them, The
Indians demnnded that I sbhould lead
them against the emigrants apd secure
their revenge for the death of their
“braves.'” I promised to go and bring
other friends to their aid. I went abont
twelve miles south and met Carl Bhirts
returniog with o large body of Indians
sud s number of Mormons from the
Houthern sottloments. Ronoers from
Cedar City had nolified all the settlers in
Honthern Utab that the emigranis were
to be killed. The whites camped that
night whers I met them, whilst the In.
disns rushed on to the Moadows and
